DECLARES LLOYD GEORGE 
MESSAGE TO LABORITES | 
WAR AIMS CONGRESS 


London, Dee. 28.—The allies’ pur- 
poses in continuing the war are not 
imperialistic nor vindictive, but for 
the future freedom and peace of man 
kind, Premier Lloyd-George declar- 
ed today in a letter to the Laborites, 
“War Aims” Congress. 

The question of a fresh declaration 
of our war aims are constantly kept 
in view,’ the premier declared, “but 
such declaration will only be issued 
in agreement of the allies. 

“The ideals for which we are now 


fi fighting are the same as those: when 


Britain entered the war. 

“I have never been more convinc- 
ed than now that the allies’ purposes 
in continuing the war are not imper- 
jalistic nor vindictive, but to achieve 
the future freedom and peace, of man- 
kind.” 

Lloyd-George’s letter followed an 
opening speech by Arthur Henderson 
British labor leader, who 
that the allies must definitely re- 
nounce any desire for conquest and 
urged a re-statement and classifica-
